$7,000,000 Spent on 
Altona Sewerage 


Sewerage works in Altona had 
cost $7,000,000 up to June 30 this 


year. 


Expenditure on the purification plant was 
$2,480,000 and on main and reticulation sewers 
$4,529,000, said Cr. Harry Weaver at this 
week’s meeting of Altona City Council. 


Cr. Weaver, Altona’s Board 


of Works Commissioner, pre-j; 


sented a report on sewerage 
works in the municipality. 


He said the secretary of 
the Board of Works informed 
him that the cost of reticula- 





tion of the ‘southern part of 
Altona is between twice and 
three times the cost per allot- 
ment of providing sewerage 
to other metropolitan areas 


This excludés the cost of 
establishing and operating the 
treatment plant. 

Expenditure for the five 
months since June 30 has 
been $278,000. 


Value of the current con 
tract for works west of Maid- 
stone St. is $717,000 of which 
$415,000 has been spent. 

This area will provide facil- 
ities for 372 houses and 68 
vacant lots and is expected 
to be available for connec- 
tion in a few month’s time. 


for other areas in which sew 
erage has been approved but 
not yet started is $876,000. 
These areas will provide 
sewerage facilities for 647 
houses and 37 vacant lots, a 
total of 686 properties. 
Altogether, at present. 
there are 2125 properties in 
Altona for which sewerage 
facilities are available.
